President Harrison does not seem politic in 
view of the uncertain state of mind of New 
York and other large States, but it was proba- 
bly mevitable. Up to the time when Senator 
Cullom attempted to set up a signboard to the 
effect that Illinois was his Presidential prop- 
erty, and no trespassers would be allowed, 
the minds of the people were in a neutral state 
as to their second choice for the Presidency.

The second was Senator Cullom himself, who, 
when he saw that his own cake was dough, 
suddenly became an enthusiastic Harrison 
man and utilized the movement which grew 
out of opposition to his own Presidential 
claims to make himself the dispenser of the 
Federal patronage in the State. It was clever- 
ly done. It showed more adroitness than we 
had given Mr. Cullom credit 7 enn It was 
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The platform adopted deals fully with all 
the questions, national and State, which 
likely to come before the people at this fall's 
election. It has no ‘shifty, equivocal utter- 
ances. It has none of those straddles, omis- 
sions, evasions, and gross falsehoods which 
mark the platform prepared by the Demo- 
crates, The Republican cunvention has stated 
frankly and honestly the position occupied by 
the party regardmg the Compulsory School 
law and other topics which are of special in- 
terest to the voters, and this paper will in due 
timecompare the attitude of its party with 
that which the Democrats have seen fit to as- 
sume.

INDORSING ONE OF CLEVELAND'S TARIFF 
FOLLIES. 

The Democrats of Illinois say in their vlat- 
form: 

We indorse to the fullest extent the patriotic 
administration of Grover Cleveland and declare 
without reservation our full and complete ap- 
proval of the views contained in his message to 
Congress on the tariff of 1887. 

The most striking and important if true 
assertion of that message was that all duties 
on competing foreign manufactures were 
added by Democratic manufacturers to their 
prices, thus rob bing the consumers of billions 
of dollars per annum. Mills of Texas 
preached the same false doctrine in Ohio last 
fall, and in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and other 
Western States in the fall of 1890. Cleveland 
claimed that the manufacturer potketed the 
whole protection and that labor got none of it. 
Mills echoed the same theory, and so did 
Watterson. So does the entire free-trade fac- 
tion of the Democratic party. The lilinois 
Democrats have committed themselves to the 
fullest extent to the same false allegation. 

The people of the North passed on this wild 
Cleveland proposition in 1888 and repudiated 
it inevery State north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line, save in the little State of New Jersey. 
They sat in judgment on his dictum and said 
by a majority of half a million that it was false. 
If. it were true, or were believed to be true, 
the Republicans could not carry acounty, city, 
or ward in the United States in support of a 
tariff which thus defrauced labor and robbed 
the people. But the people have refused 
steadfastly to believe it because Cleveland and 
his free trade supporters never have been able 
to explain to them how it happened that the 
workingmen of this country got twice and 
thrice the wages paidin Great Britain and 
Europe, unless it was that they pocketed the 
lion’s share of the protection on competing 
goods afforded by the tariff. They have also 
failed to show that were all protection taken 
away workingmen would receive even half 
their present wages. 

The absolute fact is that protective duties 
on European goods are of no use or value to 
American manufacturers except to enable 
them to pay the American high scale of wages 
and yet do business. If American workmen 
would consent to labor for the European scale 


their employers would have no need of pro- 


tective duties and would not care how soon 
they were reduced or entirely repealed—ihe 
sooner the better as far as they were con- 
cerned. 

If the Illinois Democrats attempt to defend 
on the stump those economic vagaries of Mr. 
Cleveland, which they say they fully and com- 
pletely approve, they will insult the intelli- 
gence of the people as in 1888 and they will 
meet with the same rough response. The 
voters are familiar with the facts and they 
cannot be fooled. 


“JINGOISM” AND THE NAVAL POLICY. 

As might have been expected, the New 
York Evening Post sustains the picayunish 
and unpatriotic naval policy of the majority 
of the House Democrats, led by the Miami 
River statesman. It derides any idea of a 
navy and calls the desire of the people for its 
increase jingoism.“ What it stigmatizes 
by this derisive epithet is really the policy of 
self-defense, which has been called by high 
authorities the first law of nature. Unless 
the Post, the Miami statesman, and his parsi- 
monious following can guarantee perpetual 
peace and comity with all nations, unless they 
can give assurance of an absence of insult and 
offense by foreign powers, there must be a 
necessity for the means of naval defense, 
unless, on the other hand, they assume that 
this country is to adopt a policy of mon- 
resentipent, prompt surrender in every con. 
tention, and acquiescence in all foreign de- 
mands. In such a case no navy would be 
needed; in any other case, we must have a 
navy that can fight, repel aggression, and de- 
fend the national rights and interests. 

There is no other safe or sensible point of view 
in this matter. It would be fatally hazardous 
for this country alone to be the Quaker of the 
nations while all the rest are militant and 
thoroughly armed. Our defenseless ports and 
lack of a navy on the sea would invite at- 
tack and tempt to aggression. Pursuing such 
a policy as the Post advocates thi« country 
would sooner or later receive a terrible lesson 
and deserved punishment for its reckless care 
lessness and haughty folly. New York City 
would some time have to pay a tremendous ran- 
som to escape destruction from the dynamite 
shells of a foreign fleet suddenly appearing 
in the waters of its bay. So would Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, the National Capital, 
New Orleans, San Francisco, the cities 
on Puget Sound, ang the cities on 
the Great Lakes, beginning with Buffalo and 
ending with Chicago and Duluth, for nothing 
is being done for their defense in case of a 
war with Great Britain over some 
Canadian or other cause of quarrel: 
The damage that could be done by En- 
gland in one month would cost us more 
than to build, eauip, and man a fleet of fight- 
ing steel clads superior to the combined fleets 
of all Europe. And yet the majority of the 
House Democrats have grudgingly voted but 
one new and are now engaged in at- 
tempting to cut down the appropriation for 
shore defenses, though effective defenses can- 
not be improvised in a day, should sudden 
trouble come, as formerly in the period of 
weak powder guns. The policy supported by 


the Miami River cheese-parer and indorsed by 


the Post is not only dangerous but short- 
sighted and foolish. They would not only 
leave our ports open to any foreign . attack, 
depending upon the perpetual forbearance 
and self-restraint of outside powers and their 
ability to resist the temptation of looting otr 
rich, undefended coast cities, but they are op- 
pose¢ both to fighting fleets and armored bat- 
teries with high power guns. The luxury of 
sneering at jingoism will be a poor rec- 


j ompense for national disgrace and humilia- 


tion when the evil 1 may sud- 
denly. 
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long as this country is reasonably well pre- 
pared to defend its coasts and ports it will re- 
main unassailea and at peace with all the na- 
tions. Then none will dare to attack and all 
contentions can be adjusted by diplomacy and 
arbitration. The cost of the forts, ironclads, 
and torpedoes merely represents the expense 
of the policies of national insurance against 
foreign assault, raids, and looting expeditions. 
No nation is safe which does not always pos- 
sess the power to repel or prevent foreign ag- 
gression, and whoever stands in the way of 
securing this power is no patriot or friend of 
American rights, interests, and self-defense, 
to say nothing of honor. The Post should be 
ashamed of the position it takes in this mat- 
ter, and of its partisan subserviency. It had 
no complaints of jingoism to make when Sec- 
retary Whitney, under the Cleveland adminis- 
tration, was carrying out the Republican poli- 
cy Of building up a navy! 


: CLEVELAND'S WEAK POINTS. 

There is no question as to Mr. Cleveland’s 
popularity among the masses of the Democ- 
racy. He was the first Democfat elected 
President in twenty-eight years, the only man

Whatever offices the members of that party 
have held in a quarter of a century have been 
given by Cleveland. Naturally that fat, mid- 
dle-aged, bald individual seems to them some- 
thing more than mortal. 

The Democratic leaders are nos so carried 
away by enthusiasm. They have longer heads 
than the rank and file of the party, and they 
see, what the latter cannot, where the shoe 
pinches.

It will be seen by these authoritative statis- 
tics that a change of a little less than 1,200 
votes evenly distributed would have lost Cleve- 
land in 1888 the twenty-four electoral votes of 
Connecticut, Virginie, and West Virginia, 
which gave him a plurality of 12,763 votes in 
1884. Four years nearly gave those States to 
the Republicans, and did give them New York 
and Indiana, while the Democratic ay 
in Maryiand was cut down a half. 

The Democratic bosses are familiar with 
these facts and they are afraid that if Cleve- 
land were nominated 1892 would be 1888 and 
more of it. They have no faith in mugwump- 
ery since the Rhode Island election. Cleve- 
land went there with great pomp and parade, 
anticipating an easy conquest of the little 
State. The result was that after going Demo- 
cratic for three years. it turned around and 
went Republican, Since then the Democratic 
chiefs have been sick of the canting mug- 
wumps. In 1890 Cleveland was silent and the 
Democrats won sweeping victories. When he 
did appear in public on the mimic Rhode Isl- 
and stage they got licked. They are coming 
to regard him as something of a hoodoo 
a herald of defeat. 

Yet if the masses of the party want their 
Stuffed Prophet they will have him.

ATTENTION TO MUTTON 
THAN WOOL. 

If those Ohioans who are everlastingly de- 
manding higher duties on wool and who had 
influence enough with the Committee on 
Ways ana Means of the last Congress to force 
into the tariff law the present wool schedule, 
which has had disastrous consequences po- 
litically and economically, really desired to 
benetit the sheep-raisers of their own and 
other States they would talk mutton to them 
and not wool. 

Seduced by the abnormally high prices paid 
for the latter article during the war, when 
special conditions prevailed, the sheep-raisers 
have run wild over fleeces and have neglected 
to cultivate an important branch of the sheep 
industry in which they would meet with no 
competition. That is the production of good 
mutton. ‘There is much said about the num- 
ber of pounds of wool grown in the United 
States. No one seems to pay any attention to 
the fact that this country consumed last year 
over 350,000,000 pounds of mutton, and that it 
would have consumed a great deal more had 
it been of better quality. Yet for what was 
sold the raiser got a fair price and a prompt 
return. For lambs in decent condition the 
demand is always greater than the supply. 

They do not know everything down in Ohio. 
There are some points regarding which the 
English can teach them a good lesson. When 
the Merinos were first brought into England a 
little over a century ago the English sheep- 
raisers discovered that there was no profit in 
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a high price, the mutton was coarse and de- 
cidedly inferior to that of the breeds which 
had been developed in Great Britain. What 
was gained on the woo! was more than lost on 
the meat. So the English stuck to their own 
breeds and supplied good mutton, the result 
being that at present more than one-third of 
the meat consumed in England is furnished 
by sheep, and of the profits from raising them 
only one-third comes from the fleece, while 
two-thirds comes from the carcass. 

According to estimates made in 1890 the 
yearly cost of raising a sheep in England 18 
about $2.25. In Ohio itw $2. That is an ad- 
vantage of a quarter of a dollar to begin with. 
The total return per sheep in England is $2.70, 
the meat representuig $1.80. The total return 
in Ohio was in 1890 68.346. It is a few cents 
less now because the price of wool has fallen. 
The net profit in one country in 1890. was 45 
cents and in the other it was $1344. It 
is proper to ask what the Ohio ram-raisers are 
howling about and why they are talking of a 
„ ruined industry.”

FROM LEMONT TO MOKENA, 


He Shoots and Instantly Kills William n. 


Wells, Superintendent of. the 11018 

Stone Company, Eye Witnesses Say De- 

‘berately and Withont Any Serious 

Provocation—The Men Had Quarreled 

at a Wake—How the Marshal Outwitted 
tho Weuld-be Lynchers. 

The citizens of Lemont, III., 4 village 
twenty-five miles southwest of this city, were 
stirred up to such a pitch of excitement yes- 
terday that a lynching was only prevented by 
the haste the town authorities used in remov- 
ing the murderer from the calaboose. 

Early in the morning William H. Wells, 
Superintendent of che Illinois Stone compa- 
ny, was shot and instantly killed by Michael 
Kane, who was until recently employed by 
the Western Stone company as an engineer in 
quarry No. 1. The shooting was deliberate 
and, according to eye witnesses, without any 
provocation on Mr. Welle’ part. 

Supt. Wells left his home a few minutes 
after 6 o’clock to go to the quarries. On the 
way he met J. H. Tedens and N. Eulert, mer- 
chants of the town, and with them walked to 
Andrew Hesser’s saloon on Stevenson street. 
There they had several drinks, and on emérg- 
ing from the saloon they met Mike Kane, who 
stepped up to Mr. Wells. Kane had a big re- 
volver in his pocket and with an oath said: 

„Well, do you think that you are as good a 
man as you were last night?” 

He gave Mr. Wells no time to reply, but 
pointed the revolver at the Superintendent 
and fired five shots. Four of them took effect. 
The first bullet struck the quarry Superin- 
tendent in the left wrist and came out at the 
elbow; the second shot disabled his right 
arm in a like manner. The third ball 
entered the right side, passing through the 
body, and Mr. Wells fell. The fourth shot 
proved to be the fatal one, It struck the 
prostrate man in the breast, puncturing the 
center of the breast bone. As Wells’ friends 
picked him up he was dying. 

Kane placed the revolver in his pocket and, 
turning, walked hastily away before the 
friends of the murdered man and the few 
people who were on the streets at tt at early 
hour could interfere to stop him. If he had had 
any intention of escaping he might have done 
so before the group of men around the body 
came to their senses, but after going a few 
rocis he entered the house of Adam Aothey. 
Wolking over to Aothey he said: 

J ain in a little trouble and I want to 
stay here for about ten minutes. Aothey had 
heard the pistol shots and he refused to give a 
hiding place to the murderer. While the men 
were parleying four men, headed by Frank 
Ulrich, ran up the street and seized Kane. 
They were in a temper to handle him roughly 
if he had shown any inclination to resist, but 
very quietly he handed the revolver to one of 
the party and walked back towards the 
scene of the murder just as the 
citizens of the town were rushing hat less and 
coatiess from their homes. On the way back 
the prisoner and his guard met Marshal Mc- 
Kenna, who took Kane in charge and placed 
him in the calaboose. It wasnone too soon 
for the murderer’s safety. The rapidly increas- 
ing crowd was just beginning to learn the 
details of the cold-blooded crime, and 
indignation was fast supplanting discretion, 

Lynching Vociferously Proposed, 


Just as the calaboose was reached a brawny 
blaster, clad in a blue flannel shirt and over- 
alls, rushed to the front of the crowd and 
cried : : 

Let's hang the brute. He has killed a man 
worth a hundred of himself.“ 

The call met the popular idea and a rush was 
made to meet the Marshal and his prisoner 
just as the jail-door closed on them. 

„Had the crowd a leader two minutes 
earlier,” said a Lemont en yesterday, 
Kane would not have lived much longer 
than his victim.” : 

John Fru- 
lich, Michael Long, and John Russell were 
armed with cigbs and ounted guard around 
the Cala bonse. Until oon ge * up and 
down their beats and all the t the crowd 
up town grew more and more excited. Mar- 
shal McKenna secured an auxiliary who 
mingled with the men and hastened back 
with a startling report. 

They will make a break when the 1 
o’clock whistle blows, he said, and McKenna 
resolved to act and act quickly. 

Would-Be Lynchers Outwitted. 

He hastened to his house and hitched his 
horse to a light buggy. Then he drove cround 
town to the east eide and on foot reached the 
calaboose. A few minutes later he called the 
deputies to the door, and while they stood 
there in a close gruup murderer was 
quietly slipped out, hustled to the outskirts of 
the town, and into the Marshal’s waiting 
buggy. With one deputy to guard the pris- 
oner the Marshal started at breakneck speed 
on a twelve-mile drive across the country over 
the muddy roads to Mokens, on the line of 
the Rock Island road. prisoner was 
placed safely aboard a train and taken to Chi- 
cago. 

n the meantime Mr. Wells’ remains were 
taken to his late home, where he lived with 
his wite and two children. The murdered 
man was popularin the village and was a 
politician of local note. Kane is about 50 
years of age, an old resident in the vicinity 
and a hard-working citizen of some means. 
His reputation was good, but he was known 
to be of violent temper. The trouble be- 
tween Kane and Wells arose at a wake 
Wednesday night a mile above Lemont. 
There was a good deal of drinking, and hot 
words ended in ascuffle between the two men. 
Kane’s only remark when arrested was: That 
man broke my arm last night, but I got even 
with him.“ The murder was done with the 
most cold-blooded deliberation, Kane having 
bought and loaded a revolver at the hardware 
—. across the street but a few mmutes be- 

ore. 

During the forenoon, it afterwards devel- 
oped, Justice Simon was taken to the cala- 
boose, held an impromptu session of court,

It was 8:20 o’dlock when Kane reached the 
jail in company with Deputy Marshal Patrick 
McKenna of Lemont. He arrived here over 
the Chicago and Alton railroad and was driven 
to the North Side in a carriage. Kane 
is. a short, heavy-set man, 51 years old. 
whoee every feature shows determination and 
persistency of purpose. He wasdemure, how- 
ever, wien he was admitted to the jail last 
night on a mittimus issued by Justice Fred 
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Lester L. Robinson.

which his trial might lead.

willing to go back to his old home. He vol- 
unteered the information to Officer Dick that 
the amount of money would be nearer $60,000 
than the amount mentioned in the warrant, 
that everything fe be straightened out 
easily, and that he would have gone back to 

Meadville himself had he known that he was 

wanted there. Miller is 35 years old and was 

prominent in Meadville social circles, 
It is expected that sensational develop- 
ments will accompany his trial.

‘MORE FAVORABLE THAN EXPECTED. 


North Dakota’s Crop Condition Not at All 
Alarming. 

Minwearoris, Minn., May 5.—A summary 
of the seeding situation in North Dakota 
shows the condition as affecting wheat to be 
more favorable than scattering reports have 
indicated. It is conceded that under the most 
favorable conditions the wheat acreage will 
be materially curtailed, some estimate as 
much as one-fourth. This will not be a mis- 
fortune so far as the farmbrs are concerned, 
however, fortwo profitable crops, oats and 
barley, will take the place of wheat. There 
will be a big increase in wheat acreage result- 
ing from the new immigration in the northern 
counties of North Dakota. In Towner Coun- 
ty the increase is estimated ‘to be 33 per cent, 
and it will be but little less for Ramsey, Nel- 
son, and Bottineau Counties. This will effect a 
considerable falling off in acreage in other 
localities. Seeding has been going on gener- 
ally this week in the Turtle Mountain and 
Devil’s Lake sections. Around Cando and 
Rolla many farmers have from 200 to 400 
acres There is still a great deal of 
thrashing to do from Church's Ferry north, 
but on account of the scarcity of thrashin; 
machines and men but little vi be done unt 
seeding is over. The flattest lands in the 
Red River Valley are still too wet to work, 
and it is feared some cannot ſbe seeded at all.

Carries $47,000,000, and Is Therefore 
Not in the Interest of Economy—The

May Cost $800,000,000—Russell Har- 
rison’s Yellowstone Stock. 

Wasuixeros, D. C., May 5.—[{Special,]— 
The Democratic House, “pledged to economy,” 
continued the discussion of the River and Har- 
bor bill today. It was attacked by Holman, 
Breckinridge of Kentucky, and others as ex- 
travagant, but their attacks are so much waste 
powder, for the bill will not be reduced by a 


single dollar. Mr. Holman pointed out some 


of the most reckless features of the measure. 
He showed that m addition to appropriating 
nearly $21,000,000 the bill authorized contracts 
which would make the government liable for 
$26,000,000 more. Mr. Breckinridge thought 
that if the Democratic House wished to pass 
the bill it should act frankly with the people 
and tell them that the measure involved an ap- 
propriation of $47,000,000. All that he said is 
true. Taking the special river and harbor ap- 
propriations in the Sundry Civil bill, the pres- 


ent House with a majority of 150 Democratic 


economists really proposes to pass a River and 
Harbor bill of $50,000,000. 

The defense made by Chairman Blanchard, 
Gen. Catchings, and others on the floor, was 
that the contract system is really a saving to 
the government, as it the completion 
of important works withcut delay and with- 
out the loss of millions for repairs. Where 
the works are really important this is true, 
but the men who are urging it now were the 
ones who abused the billion-dollar Congress 
for authorizing the contract system for the 
Hay Lake channel, the St. Mary's canal, and 
the Galveston other harbors. The 
difference is that the present bill commits the 
government to many contract improvements, 
especially in the South, which are relatively 
of slight importance. Under the provisions 
of the present bill, at the short session next 
winter, at least $8,000,000 will have to be 2 
propriated for rivers and harbers in the 
regular appropriation bills, This means that 
the Democratic House, with its majority of 
150 economists, proposes to commit the gov- 
ernment to an annual expenditure of not less 
than $15,000,000. In spite of all that may be 
said to the contrary it will average this. 
amount in the future. 

Great Cost of the 21-Foot Channel. 


Some opposition was developed today to the 


‘proposed deep-water channel, but it came 


mostly from the harbor points on the lakes, 
which think they would lose some traffic by a 
twenty-one-foot channel. Mr. Whiting of 
Michigan led the opposition. Nevertheless 
the project will go through as it stands. Most 
of the Western and Northwestern Representa- 
tives have no fear that a deep channel will 
lower the water in the harbors of the great 
lakes or in the lakes themselves.

Col, Waters Cannot Tell Exactly Why It 
Was Set Aside for Him. 

Wasaineton, D. C., May 5.—Col. E. C. Wa- 
ters, formerly manager of the Yellowstone 
Park Association, today resumed his testimo- 
ny before the House Committee on Public 
Lands, bit failed to bring the papers concern- 
ing leases which he had promised.
